The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 21 , line 6, after "cyclic process", insert "having an etching step and a 
deposition step". 

In claim 21, line 10, in between ";" and "and", insert, "thereby reducing notching 
on the substrate;" 

Cancel claims 22-23. 

In claim 31, line 1, replace "claim 22" with "claim 21". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a process including the step of pulsing the high density 
plasma source during a cyclic process including etching and deposition steps for 
reducing notching on the etched substrate. 
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3. The closest prior art Hopkins et al (6,187,685) disclose a cyclic process including 
alternating etching and deposition step, wherein the bias voltage is pulsed instead of the 
high power source for eliminating notching (col.3, lines 24-48). 

Additionally, Hopkins et al disclose that pulsing the source power will increase 
and potentially cause unacceptable charge damage and possibly even increased 
notching (col.2, lines 16-22).
